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Rare "Blood Supermoon" Wows the World

Did you get to see the "Blood Moon?" If yes, we 
bet you added to the world's one big collective "wow" 
Sunday night by saying it a few times. 

Some local residents stationed themselves out 
at Ned's Point to watch the total lunar eclipse of the 
supermoon, and probably billions of others around the 
world were doing the same from Alaska all the way to 
India. 

All eyes were on the heavens the night of 
September 27 when the moon passed through the Earth's 
shadow while also at its closest proximity to Earth of

the year, known as a perigee full moon, a supermoon, 
a celestial culmination of events that has not happened 
since 1982 - the proverbial stars were indeed aligned for 
the manifestation of such a monumental moon. 

Tri-Town was spared a prior forecast of partly 
cloudy skies, offering an unobstructed view of the total 
eclipse of the moon as the shadow first fell at 9:07 pm, 
spreading across the face of the moon until complete 
coverage at precisely 10:11 pm. The total eclipse lasted an 
hour and 12 minutes before the shadow slowly waned, 
coming to completion at 12:27 am. 

There were Blood Moon gatherings all over Tri- 
Town, and those that chose the Mattapoisett landmark 
Ned's Point as their preferred vantage point found 
company with dozens of others who oohed and aahed at 
the striking sight of it all. 

Sunday night's astronomic event was a rare one, 
indeed. There have only been five supermoon eclipses 
since the year 1900. The next supermoon total eclipse will 
not occur again until the year 2033. 

Visitors Browse Old Presto Press Issues

He was first and foremost an artist. Flipping 
through copies of decades old issues of the Presto Press, 
one quickly sees the artistry on nearly every page, 
including beautifully executed front covers. Donald C. 
Jason would probably be pleased to see that his work is 
still appreciated today with the sale of duplicate back 
issues over this past weekend. 

When Jason passed away, family members had 
the daunting task of liquidating everything that remained 
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in his residence and former printing warehouse in the 
heart of the Mattapoisett village. Through that process, 
his niece Sharon Hartley came into possession of some 26 
boxes of Presto Press issues. 

Those issues she donated to the Mattapoisett 
Library. The library's director, Susan Pizzolato, 
appreciated receiving this treasure trove of local history, 
but knew that having the collection digitized was the way 
to go. 

With the help of the Mattapoisett Historical 
Society, the donated issues were warehoused in a climate- 
controlled environment while the digitizing process could 
take place. 

"It was a natural collaboration between the 
library and the society," Pizzolato said. 

She explained that the Massachusetts Board of 
Library Commission, through federal funding, paid for 
the digitization. 

"There was no expense to the town," she 
explained. But, in the meantime, until the digitizing 
process could be completed, Pizzolato knew the 
importance of properly storing the newspapers. 

"The society stepped in and paid for the storage 
while the digitizing was taking place," said Pizzolato. 
More than 80,000 pages will soon be available to the 
public via the Internet. 

On Sunday, September 28, duplicate copies were 
sold to offset the expense incurred by the Historical

People poured over the stacks searching 
for copies that contained a bit of lost memory now 
found. Family moments from their lives, like a child's 
participation in a school play, or a few lines noting an 
achievement were sought, or a photograph long since 
forgotten would now go home forever. 

But it's Jason's artwork that is most evident on 
page after page, demonstrating a love of expression in 
everything from couples dancing on the wharves to 
automobiles for sale. 

Pizzolato plans to have a link placed on the 
Town's homepage, as well as the library's website, giving 
folks near and far the opportunity to return to a time gone 
by. 

From the early 1950s until the early 1990s, Jason 
printed his local publication in the heart of the village.

Police Offer 'Safe Haven' for Online Transactions

The Rochester Police Department has announced 
its new initiative to protect residents who want to sell or 
buy items in online marketplaces such as Craigslist by 
becoming a safe spot for such transactions to occur. 

Rochester has joined a growing number of other 
police forces around the country in offering specific 


unknown to the resident that could be a risky endeavor. 

"There have been numerous violent crimes across 
the country and several locally," said Small. He cited a 
June 2015 incident involving a 21-year-old Mattapoisett 
man who was robbed at gunpoint in New Bedford while 
attempting to purchase a dirt bike from an unknown 
seller from Craigslist. "It just offers people an additional 
level of security." 

The worst place to meet a buyer or seller, said

exchange zones starting on October 5. Assistance would 
be available 24/7, said Police Chief Paul Magee.

The word "aging" in the acronym COA is too 
narrow a description for the work and the services 
provided by the Tri-Town councils on aging. On any 
given day, hundreds of seniors benefit from everything 
from an educational class, exercise, shopping, filling 
out complicated federal forms, or dental cleanings. 
Supporting a human being in nearly all areas of their lives 
is the job of a council on aging. Primarily for those 60 
years of age and older, COAs also help younger folks and 
sometimes entire family units. 

"I had a person call asking about services for her 
92 year old father who had just moved into their home," 
says Susan Schwager, director for Marion COA. 

Until the day a parent comes to live with their 
family, contacting a COA is probably not on the adult 
child's radar screen. But in reaching out to the COA, the 
family begins a crash course in taking care of an aging 
parent. That can be daunting, but with the assistance of 
the COA, navigation is easier. 

Schwager understands how families may feel. 

"I try not to overwhelm them with too much 
information all at once," said Schwager. "I give them

enough to get them started thinking about what types of 
services they might use and then tell them to come back to 
me with questions." 

For Schwager and Marion's outreach coordinator, 
Oro Mae Torres, their days are filled with providing 
referral information and connecting the dots between an 
elder's need and a service provider. But Marion's CO A 
does even more. 

"We are the social services agency for the town," 
Schwager said. With the construction of Little Neck 
Village and Marion Village Estates, said Schwager, the 
COA is assisting a much larger group of residents than in 
decades past. "We provide transportation too," she added, 
taking people to doctor appointments, shopping, or

numerous other places and residents, other than seniors, 
benefit from this service. 

In Mattapoisett, COA Director Jackie Coucci's 
philosophy is that seniors should "live longer, stronger." 

Coucci's office also provides referral services and 
has seen what happens when families or individuals are 
trying to source help. 

"People tend to be reactive rather than proactive," 
said Coucci. In a reactive situation, time may be of the 
essence in getting someone help, Coucci said, while in 
proactive situations the senior may just be exploring 
what's available to enhance their lives as they transition 
from full-time employment to retirement. In both cases, a 
COA can make all the difference. 

"I can send out numerous press releases to 
newspapers but, until something is relevant to a person, 
they might not read it and wouldn't know of a program or 
service that could help them at some point." This, Coucci 
said, is why she often releases duplicate notices. 

"When someone reduces their working hours, 
they can spend a bit more time thinking about themselves 
and what they want to do," she said. "We can help them 
prepare for the future." She continued, "We know how to 
access the help someone may need rather than the person 
struggling to pull information together on their own." 
With Outreach Coordinator Susan Keir as part of the team, 
Mattapoisett residents and their families can more easily 
network for assistance. 
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Coucci also encourages seniors to share their 
talents with others. 

"This is the place to use the skills and talents 
you've developed over time. It's an opportunity to help 
others," said Coucci. "Be that teaching someone the game 
of backgammon or supporting someone going through 
difficulties." 

Like Marion, Mattapoisett also provides 
seniors with transportation to shopping and activities 
held in other locations. The FISH program augments 
transportation needs in this community by providing 
rides to medical appointments. 

Over in Rochester, the COA is well entrenched in 
the daily lives of seniors and others. 

"This is a grassroots operation and the first 
stop for many people," says Rochester COA Director 
Sharon Lally. "We either have what they need here or 
can lead them to the right source." Along with Outreach 
Coordinator Lorraine Thompson, Lally' s agency services 
a wide-ranging population. 

Lally said, due to Rochester's community 
culture, the COA building is a hub for sourcing all types 
of services, whether the resident is a senior or not. And 
as for transportation she said, "We are the MBTA. ... We 
provide transportation for the entire town. We are the 
human services agency for the town. Everybody comes 
here for everything." 

She said that because the building is used for

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a variety of community activities, such as voting, the 
residents know about the COA. 

Of the 1,522 individuals that the Rochester COA 
serviced in fiscal year 2015, 32 percent were male. 

"Unlike some other CO As, we see a lot of men." 
And she said that they see caregivers, people under 
the age of 60, who are taking care of family members 
contacting the COA for help. Lally added that 'out-of- 
towners' also figure in to the total serviced. 

"We see a lot of people from New Bedford," Lally 

said. 

The range of programs and services provided 
by the CO As is vast, indeed. Whether a person needs a 
simple referral to a local doctor, needs nursing assistance.

help in managing finances, or even sourcing food, the 
COA can help. And, if someone is looking to get involved 
with a program that offers a social outlet like line dancing, 
exercising, or simply sharing a cup of coffee before 
heading out on a day trip in the senior van, the COA is 
there. 

But the business of helping others gets serious 
when families need to pull together services for a loved 
one. That's when knowing the COA is the best place to 
start is critical. 

"If we don't have the answer," Schwager said, 

"we know where to go and get the answer."

Fitness Room Opens at Rochester Senior Center

It was a long time coming, said Rochester Council 
on Aging Director Sharon Lally to the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen on September 28, but the new fitness room at 
the Rochester Senior Center is now open for business. 

For nearly a year, two smaller rooms have 
undergone remodeling to create one larger room, the new 
home for a fitness center for members to join for a $20 a 
month fee. 

Lally said already 13 members have signed up for 
the service, all of which are assisted by the fitness center's 
overseer, Tammy McKane, a certified group exercise 
instructor and gymnastics teacher. 

There are 12 pieces of exercise equipment - cardio 
and resistance training for muscle strength - that the 
senior center purchased pre-owned by a Curves exercise 
facility. The equipment is in very good condition, said 
Lally. 

The COA surveyed town seniors looking for 
input on preferred business hours for the fitness center, 
eventually coming up with a schedule of Monday and 
Wednesday from 8:00 am to 11:00 am, and Friday 1:00 
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pm to 4:00 pm. Hours could increase, Lally said, as new 
members sign up. 

New members are required to fill out four 
different informational forms, including a health form for 
a doctor to complete, which will need to be resubmitted 
on an annual basis. The Town has worked closely with 
Lally to limit its liability in the case of member injury. 

"I think that we have done everything that we can 
to make sure that we have crossed our 't's and dotted our 
'i's," Lally told the board, with Town Counsel Blair Bailey 
present and in agreement. "It's a 'go' and we hope to hit 
the ground running and I'm very excited about it," Lally 
said. 

In other business, the board accepted Police Chief 
Paul Magee's appointment of two new full-time police 
officers. 

Alexander Malo and Dylan Hicks were both 
welcomed to the force, with several fellow officers present 
to support Magee's choice of candidates. 

Malo's employment will be effective October 
1, and his full-time position is one that was approved 
by Town Meeting in the fiscal year 2016 budget. Hicks' 
employment is effective October 21, and Hicks will 
be replacing an officer who has transferred to the 
Massachusetts State Police. Both men are subject to 
the contingencies that they complete full-time police 
academy, pass a medical physical examination, and pass 
the state written test. 

In other matters, the board approved a new policy 
and procedures for health insurance under the Federal 
Affordable Care Act. 

Municipalities are required to report the health 
insurance status of their employees to the federal 
government and must adopt a specified "look-back" 
period for determining eligibility for all employees. 

Also during the meeting. Conservation Agent 
Laurell Farinon told the board about a Rochester Open 
Spaces and Recreation community forum on Monday, 
October 5 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester Memorial School 
cafetorium to present the data collected from a town-wide 
survey. This will also give residents the opportunity to 
provide input on priorities and goals. The guest speaker 
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will be Bill Napolitano of SRPEDD. 

The meeting room at the Town Hall was recently 
remodeled with new drywall to replace the old paneling, 
new ceiling, a fresh coat of paint, and a new table skirt for 
the conference table. 

Town Administrator Michael McCue announced 
a Special Town Meeting set for November 30 at the 
Rochester Memorial School cafetorium at 7:00 pm. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for October 5 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall.

"I drove up the road and turned around to get a 
picture, but they were already gone when I got back," he 
told the other commission members on September 28.

Chairman Bob Rogers said, "Yard Boss is not 
getting the message that this activity is not allowed. . .. We 
have to tell them to stop while making everyone aware it

is still happening." He said a letter would be sent to the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
and the Mattapoisett River Valley Water Supply 
Protection Advisory Committee. 

"We are trying to get people to stop activities that 
are polluting the environment," Rogers added. 

But commission member Peter Newton was 
reticent to send a letter, asking, who has jurisdiction? 

"I think we should speak to town counsel," said 
Newton. "It's not clear to me under what authority it is 
unpermitted." 

Rogers responded, "We should do our due 
diligence," while adding, "Put the burden of proof on 
Yard Boss. If they feel they have a right, they need to 
show it." 

Rogers continued as if writing the letter aloud, 
"You don't have a permit. File for one, or have your 
lawyer show us it is permitted activity." 

Newton said, "The letter needs to reference 
specific things that are jurisdictional." 

Commission member Mike King said, "I 
guarantee they don't have a DOT valve on that truck . . . 
and what about the surrounding bank," suggesting that 
chemical pollution might be discharged into the river 
and that the weight of the truck when fully loaded could 
damage the riverbank. 

The commission members wondered aloud if the 
public would think to take pictures if they saw a Yard 
Boss truck taking water from a public source. 

During the previous ConCom meeting. 
Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold brought up 
the same problem. After hearing from Fairhaven's 
Department of Public Works Superintendent Vincent 
Furtado, she told the commission that Yard Boss had 
been seen taking water from the river. At that time, they 
decided to send a letter but apparently that had not been 
executed. This time, Rogers was clear that a letter would 
be sent. 

"Let them come here if they feel they have a 
right," Rogers concluded. 

Earlier in the evening, the commission handled a 
long agenda of hearings.

Old Tuck Bog Road Use Contentious 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals 

By Marilou Newell 

On September 24, the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals heard Neal Kidney's application for a Special 
Permit to convert a single-family dwelling located at 69 
Old Tuck Bog Road into a two-family dwelling - a living 
arrangement that has been ongoing since 2009 when Mica 
Kidney was deployed. 

Chairman Richard Cutler started the hearing by 
outlining his opposition to approving the request. 

"Two-family and in-law apartments are two 
different things," said Cutler. He pointed out that Old 
Tuck Bog Road, which serves as the only roadway off 
High Street to a number of homes built in this area, 
was not a permitted road and the residents did not 
have deeded rights to use it. He said, by allowing the 
application, the board would be allowing an increase in 
traffic on a sub-standard road. 

Cutler also said that in the recess between 
when the application first came before the board and 
its continuation, town counsel had advised the ZB A to 
proceed without taking litigation into consideration. That 
litigation is from the resident who owns Old Tuck Bog 
Road, Ron Belrose of 66 High Street. 

Kidney provided the board with a letter 
written by Mica Kidney and endorsed by four abutters 
supporting the application to allow the structure to be

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divided internally into two separate residences. In the 
letter, it says that when he was deployed. Mica's family 
was invited to live with family members at the Neal 
Kidney home and that the large residence had become the 
permanent home for all the family members. The letter 
asked the ZBA to consider modest internal structural 
changes that would allow the two families to enjoy 
separate kitchens and a bit of privacy from one another. 

Board member Kirby Gilmore was demonstrative 
in his support of the application. 

"They have been living like this. . . . The court 
ruling has no bearing on our decision," said Gilmore. He 
noted that an appeals court ruling in favor of Belrose's 
petition, citing ownership of the roadway, was irrelevant 
to the night's proceedings. "The Town allowed those 
homes to be built!" 

Belrose was present to add his voice to Cutler's 
concerns. He passed out copies of the Appeals Court 
ruling that found in favor of his rights to ownership of 
Old Tuck Bog Road. Belrose said that cars speed along 
the road, that it is dangerous, and allowing the Kidney 
home to become a multi-family dwelling would result in 
additional problems. 

Cutler agreed, saying, "The impact to the public is 
that the road is not an improved road, the Special Permit 
would double the use." 

Gilmore said, "If they were coming before us to 
build a two-family I'd be against it but this building is

already there . . . this is happening all over town . . . they 
are everywhere."

Tabor Reaches Out to ZB A, Apologizes

Discord between Tabor Academy and the Marion 
Zoning Board of Appeals was unintentional, says Head of 
School John Quirk, and the school's seeming nonchalance 
when it came to public hearing continuance requests was 
in no way meant to send the ZB A any sort of "message."

specific species intended for the aquaculture, clarification 
on the use of nets, and how nets would be secured. 

The Natural Heritage & Endangered Species 
Program indicated that Doonan still needed to file with 
it as well. With Doonan not present that evening, the 
commission voted to reopen the closed public hearing 
and continue it until the October 14 meeting. 

In other matters, the commission issued a 
negative determination - a Notice of Intent is not required 
- for Suzanne McManmon of 64 Delano Road to add a 
20-foot wide addition to the existing garage. Because it is 
located in the velocity zone, the structure will have to be 
built on stilts.

The presentation began with a video 
explaining Herren's beginnings at Durfee and his 
successful career in basketball. The video, titled 
Unguarded, first aired on ESPN in 2011 as a documentary 
and describes Herren's battle with substance abuse from 
his first interaction with drugs and alcohol to his recovery.

day. After practice, however, when his heart rate should 
have slowed significantly, he glanced at his Apple Watch, 
which has a heart rate monitor, and saw that it was still 
beating at about 145 beats per minute. 

He consulted the Health Center and was 
rushed to the hospital. There, he was diagnosed with 
Rhabdomyolysis, a condition in which fibers from your 
muscles are released into the bloodstream. 

It is a serious condition, which can lead to kidney 
failure and even death in severe cases. It's a good thing 
he caught it early, Houle said, explaining what would 
happen if he had played another practice. 

"I would have lost all control of my muscles and 
there was a good chance I would have fallen down on the 
field and died right there," Houle said. 

But the miracles don't end there. A couple of local 
media sources reported the events and the next day, Paul 
Houle received a call from none other than Tim Cook, the 
CEO of Apple. Cook checked in with Paul, asking him 
about school and how he was feeling after his near-death 
experience. Then, much to Paul's surprise. Cook offered 
him an internship with Apple in California next summer 
and sent him the new iPhone 6s Plus the day before it was 
released, making him one of the first people in the world 
to get this new phone.

The Green Inferno. Starring Lorenza Izzo and Daryl 
Sahara. Directed by Eli Roth. Running time: 103 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Ah, what a bracing slice of throwback nastiness 
is Eli Roth's The Green Inferno. This overdue third feature 
from the writer-director of Cabin Fever and the first two 
Hostel movies takes its time getting to the grue, but when 
it does, you can see what Stephen King meant when 
he called it "bloody, gripping, hard to watch." A husky 
young man makes the acquaintance of a village of grateful 
cannibals, and he keeps them busy for quite some time. 
His colleagues, watching from inside a cage, vomit and 
scream as the flamboyantly accoutred tribal elder takes 
his eyes, then his tongue, then each limb, and finally his 
head. His torso, resembling nothing so much as a huge 
pork roast, slides right into the communal oven. 

Roth has a reputation as a ravenously thirsty 
gorehound, but in truth he just knows when and how 
to deploy the money scenes so they count for more; the 
unfortunate young man's fate is about the worst thing 
Roth makes us look at, and even then the editing snips the 
carnage into digestible bacon bits. Whether cannibalism 
should be digestible is another question; Roth's film 
is openly indebted to Ruggero Deodato's genuinely 
disquieting 1980 splatterfest Cannibal Holocaust , which in 
addition to people-eating is loaded with rape and animals 
being killed on camera for real. (In the filmmakers' 
defense, the animals were eaten after their close-ups.) The 
Green Inferno doesn't go nearly as far as a film from 35 
years ago did, but then that film wasn't obligated to nab 
an R rating and play in a thousand theaters nationwide, 
as Roth's movie is. 

The set-up gives us a group of campus lefties who 
fly to the Amazon to save a village from being bulldozed 
by an oil company. After being threatened by gun-toting 
mercenaries, our heroes go down in a plane crash, and 
the survivors are captured by the villagers. Now, I don't 
think Roth is saying anything as jejune as "This is what 
happens when you try to help savages" or "This is why 
lefties are idiots." Certainly there's a huge problem with 
the way these crusaders go about their business; they are 
(mostly) not as insufferable as the film crew in Cannibal 


Holocaust , but there's something distasteful about how 
their American privilege leads them into a situation 
they're unprepared to handle and fatally uninformed 
about — looked at with a squint, the movie could almost 
be a satire of American military intervention. 

The script by Roth and Guillermo Amoedo plants 
a lot of Chekhov's guns early on, all surrounding the 
innocent-faced main character Justine (Lorenza Izzo): 
a flute necklace, a lecture on female genital mutilation, 
and, perhaps most obscurely, a poster for Jean-Jacques 
Beineix's anguished epic Betty Blue tacked above her 
bed back home. (Well, that film had an eye-gouging in 
it, too.) Justine is recognized by the tribal elder (whose 
brute ministrations apparently out her as a virgin) and by 
a little tribal boy as someone special, someone not to be 
snacked upon, but what? A bride for the fearsome village 
bad-ass, maybe? The storytelling could be clearer at times, 
but the fear on view is always accessible. 

Roth, like King, knows that horror has no 
business being politically correct. Its job is to deal harsh 
slaps to the nerves, to the lizard brain. It cuts through 
the hypocrisy of someone who, say, volunteers for 
organizations to aid the homeless but who might be 
frightened by a chance encounter, after dark alone in 
the city, with an actual homeless person. Fear doesn't 
mix well with social conscience. The Green Inferno isn't 
without humor, some of it perfectly ghastly (a stomach- 
challenging visual gag involving tattoos, for example), 
but Roth isn't some callous prankster, either. The terror 
here has more to do with the ancient feeling of being 
in a place one doesn't belong — think of Bluebeard's 
admonition to his latest wife — than with xenophobia. 
Those who consider Roth an obnoxious gore-bro, horror's 
answer to Tucker Max, will find little in The Green Inferno 
to sway them. But if you believe, as I do, that he's trying 
to do more with the genre than just pay gleefully bloody 
homage to his ancestors, enjoy the meal.

the first being in 2011. The initial idea came from John 
Howland, a Director of the Sippican Lands Trust, who 
came to the Marion Art Center Exhibition Committee 
with an idea for a joint exhibition.
